Baltimore. July 21. — A fierce tor- 
Dado, eharactprised by a windatorm 

of cxf raoriliiiary vi lucity, tlmiuliT, 
vivid lisbtniug and a heavy ruin, sud- 
denly burst upon Baltimore Sunday 
atternooD, coming from tue south- 
west, with the net result that 11 per- 
sons lost their Hvcr, hundreds of 
bouses were unroofed, trees In the 
public parks and streets were torn up 
Vy t^e roots, many buildings df^mas^d 
and aeveral people Injnted. The 
Btfirm exhausted its furjT In less than 
IG minutes. The damage done In tlu; 
business part of the city was compar- 
atively slight, being confined to the 
l^lowtng down of signs and Injuries to 
roofs. It was In the residonce por- 
tions of the city along the rivors and 
the harbor where the wind Fiicut It ; 
violence. Of those who perished 
nine were drowned In the harbor 
from open l)oatB, one was killed by a 
falling tree and one hy a live wire.

Drowned in tiie harbor — Roy Bate- 
man. 12; Joseph Cain, 10; John Cain, 
fi; Thomas Carroll, 21; Harry McCor- 
mirU. 19; Mrs. Mary Schuler, 28; 
Harry S. Schuler, lo months ; Olive 
Schuler, 4; Charles Schuler, 7. Killed 
by falling tree: William Cornish, col- 
ored. Killed by live wire: Charles 
Schaefer. 

The flrs^t three victiT; on the at)ovo 
list were out in a rowboat on the 
river with three other companions. 
When the storm broke the boat was 
capsized, three being drowned and 
thrre beini; re-scued l)y the tu^hoat 
Edna V. George. The boy killed by a 
live wire had. in company with two 
other boys, gone Into a shed for pro- 
tection, when the shed blew down and 
a live wire fell on one of them, result- 
ing in his death. 

The drowning of Mrs. Schuler and 
her children was the most pathetic 
Incident of the hurricane. Michael 
Schiller with his wife and three chil- 
dren, accompanied by his brnther-ln- 
law, Joseph (Vi'.'k. and liis wife, had 
gone out into the harbor for a sail in 
a SO-foot boat. Wnen the storm came 
Schuler and Cook took In sails. Schu- 
ler sent his wife and children into 
the little cabin and he stood at the 
tiller, to keep the vessel's head to- 
ward the wind. A sudden gust of wind 
threw the boom of the vessel around, 
knocked Schuler down and pinned 
him to the deck. .-Xnotlifr .l;"^^' cap- 
sized the boat, releasing Schuler, who, 
With Cooper and his wife, was thrown 
Into the water, leaving Mrs. Schuler 
and her children pinned in the cabin. 
Cooper saved binist If and his wile by 
hanging to the bottom of the over- 
turned boat, and Schuler saved him- 
self In the same way after making 
frantic efforts to get at his imprisoned 
wife and children. A crew from the 
schooner Edward H. Hunt rescued 
Schuler and Cooper and wife, and 
towed the capsized vessel to 'the 
wharf, where It was righted and the 
dead bodies of Mrs. Schuler and her 
three children taken from tlie cabin. 

Thomas Carroll, with four other 
young men. were out in the harbor in 
a rowboat, which was capsized. Car- 
roll was drowned, while his four com- 
panions clung to the rudder of the 
Merchant and .>iiners' Kfeamshlp 
Chatham, from which perilous posi- 
tion tb«y w«r« rcaeusd by tlM tug 
Mary. 

A colored camp meeting was In 
progress In Paradise grove, near Pow- 
hattan, on the Liberty road. The con- 
gregation bad Just been dismissed 
when the storm broke. A huge tree 
fell upon the tent In which tne serv- 
ices had been held. Several of the 
worshipers were caught beneath it as 
it fell. The tree had to be sawed into 
pieces before tb« Imprisoned men and 
woiqen could IM f^leftssd. William 
Cornish was crushed to death by the 
falling tree. The others were not seri- 
ously hurt.

Sibert, engineer In charge of the river 
harbor at Pittsburg, in his annual re- 
port, makes no recommendation cov- 
ering the improvement of the Monon- 
gahela in West Virginia. The amount 
available July 1, 1902, was' t79(j.979, 
while the tineompleted contracts called 
for only $i;71,4-17. He r. coniuviids, 
however, that $4G5,S)U1 be appropriated 
for the completion of the existing pro- 
ject for the improvement of the 
Monongaheia In Pennsylvania. Only 
$lu,o(io is recommended for the main- 
tenance of the Improvement at the 
harbor at PittsMirg. 

World's Fair Gymnasium. 
St. Louis, .July 21. — Work has be- 
gun on the excavation for the gymna- 
sium, which, with the gigantic am- 
phitheater, will be the center of the 
[ibysifal culture exhibit of the l,o\iis- 
iana I'urchase exposition. The t;ymna- 
sium will cost 11,500,0(10. and will 
have accommodations for 2000 people. 
Simultaneously with the erection of 
the gymnasium, the great amphithea- 
ter and athletic field, which will be 
used during the World's fair for ath- 
letic contests, turner exhibitions and 
sports of ail kind, will be carried to 
completion. 

Ten-Mlllion-Oollar Plant. 
Pittsburg, July 21.— The United 
States Steel corporation uas accepted 
the offer of the citizens' committee of 

McKeesport and will build. its $10,000,- 
000 tube plant in that city. This an- 
ncuneement was made by nfenbers 
of the committee. This announce- 
p.ent of the steel corperation is taken 
a-* an Indication that tl.e scheme to 
build a big tube plant at Conneatit has 
been abandoned. It is probable, how- 
ever, that the proposed works at Lor- 
ain will be buijt at a ooat of «boat

Floods lo Ibe Upper Mississippi the Most 
Disasf rwia la History.

Keokuk. Iowa. .July 21.— Exploration 
of the flooded districts of the Missis- 
sippi river from Keokuk louth shows 
condifionB beyond the appreciation or 
realization of any but people of long 
experience wit!i the Father of Waters 
in its most destructive mood. The sit- 
uation is growing worse hourly, and 
a great conflagration in a great city 
would not be more rapidly destructive 
of values than the antithesis a h\in- 
dred miles below Keokuk. There is 
absolutely not the slightest chance of 
stopping this dozen times most costly 
flood in the history of the great river 
above St. Louis. 

The correspondent of the Associat- 
ed Press went all over the worst dam- 
aged area in the steamer Silver Cres- 
cent, and found everywhere the 
greatest crops ever known umier 
water deep enough to float a steam- 
boat. People at the river cities give 
an immense mass of details, all to be 
generalized in losses aggregating 
many millions of dollars, lumdreds of 
farmers rich 10 days ago penniless 
and homeless, hundreds watching and 
praying that the great levees may 
hold, which are now their bulwark 
npainst additional millionr" ni loss and 
many cases of penury. Careful esti- 
mates of the ttriiiory covered and 
generalisation of the statementa of 
best Informed people Indicate the loss 
up to today Is about $6,000,000, with 
every prospect of $2.000,QC0 or $3,000,- 
000 additional by the rise above not 
yet reaching tne lower stretches of 
the river. Most of this loss is on the 
Missouri side of the river between 
Keokuk and Hannibal. 

Passing the water-lnoped lumber 
yards of Keokuk, the mouth of the 
Des Moines river is seen to be nearly 
two miles wide- Normally there are 
two mouths and an tkland delta cov- 
ered with farms, which are now under 
raging torrents. Ale.xan'Mia was pro- 
t'cted to the last by the Egyptian 
levee, the breaking of w^ich would 
send four feet of water ail over the 
to\v!i. flrii-'ory is SMbmt'rt^ed except 
t!ie white cbiirch. Other towns and 
eitiis un the islands are beyon I the 
danger line. Immense fields are seen 
in a great lake with the shore line 
visilil<' only with a glass, where the 
hi;;^ blufis bound the bottoms. Isl- 
ands dotting the river at it.s norm:i! 
stake have disappeared except for the 
tops of trees or fringe of nigh shore 
willows slightly protruding iii<e a clr 
ciilar coral reef. Occasionaily a bo;;s<' 
on stilts is seen, but k' ' ■ -v o'lly 
roofs protrude to mark tl.i' (enter (jf 
farms of com. On the edge of the 
flood river com gradually rises on a 
slope, tassels, tops, ears ana stalks 
api>earlng in order. In a few of the 
half-submerged fields is shocked 
wheat in the background, the rem- 
nants of many more waaheo to the 
Oulf of Mexico. In the middle of th9 
present river the tracks (f the St. 
lyfjuis. Keokuk and Northw>sttin rail- 
road, normally the Missouri phoio, 
are now a few inches above the water 
and under It In some stretches. Shore 
lights tot pilots are standing In the 
midst of n waste of waters, where 
Kti aiulK ats can run over tin ni. The 
river is five to 10 miles wide and TO 
miles long, and anotner great lake Is 
added to the geography. All this ter- 
ritory was practically covered with 
corn a fortnight ago, estimated to 
make 75 or luO bushels to the acre. 
Previous estimates of the loss have 
been greatly increased by the pros- 
pective yield being found mnch great- 
er than ever before, experts telling of 
many farms that were good lor luo 
bushels of corn Ut t^ e acre Hfore the 
fiood. The loss is total. 

The chief flood thus fer to on the 
Missouri side, from Keokuk to Louis- 
iana, with Canton and West Quincy 
as centers of th«- country h.irf worse. 
On the Illinois side are three continu- 
ous levees for 40 miles, from Warsaw 
to Quincy, above the water, and are 
thus far safe, but farmers are afraid 
of crevatses from rauskrat holes, and 
every rod of the redoubt is watched 
day and night. The breaking of these 
levees would flood - 175 square miles 
in Illlnota and destroy $2,000,000 to 
$3,000,000 worth of corn. The levees 
below Quincy are in the same situa- 
lino, except «||«( t^jSj; tf* l0W«r and 
less firm.

A French View. 
Paris, July 21.— The Temps, com- 
menting upon the negotiations be- 
tween William H. Taft, governor of 
the I'liilippine Islands, and the .ati- 
can. says; '.N'otuitlistanding th<' cour- 
teous language used by both sides, 
the Vatican's reply to Qovemor Taft's 
last note Is tantamount to a rejection 
of the American offers, which amour.t- 
ed to nothing less than i!ie conrlusieu 
of an indirect concordat with the 
United States. The signature of such 
a convention would have given the 
apostolic delegate in Washington a 
sort of diplomatic execjuatur. permit- 
ting him to confer directly with Pres- 
ident Roosevelt or the government 
without the intermediary of an Amer- 
ican citizen, such as Archbisnop Ire- 
land. The Vatican, in refusing to lend 
a hand in the gradual expulsion of 
the religious congregations from the 
Philippines, has at the same time sti- 
fled the germ of an American concor- 
dat, which would have been a triutniih 
for the policy the pope has seemed 
so ardently to pursue since bis ad- 
vent." 

Mysterious Shooting. 
Hopkinsville. Ky.. .luly Jl.— While 
Frank and John White, prominent 
young planters, were driving home 
from Hiirgoo, the former was slu)t 
and killed. John White, who is said 
lo have been drliikiii;^, chiiiiied his 
brother was fired on from ambush 
and that he made an effort to kill 
John Knight, a boy, whom he accused 
of the crime. Knight established an 
alibi, and the ve.dict at the iiupn's" 
was that Frank was shot by a party 
unknown. The dead man's coat wa- 
burned by powder and the ball en- 
tered his life side, ranging u|iward 
through the he;ut. It is ^'enerally be- 
lieved that Jjlin White accidentally 
killed bis br itlier. 



Wllkesbarre, I'a.. .Inly 21.— The 
strike headquarters oi t!ie l.'nited 
Mine Workers ip this city, which 
have been closed since President 
Mitchell went west, will be reopened 
on Tuesday, when Mr. Mitchell and 
the district presidents will return to 
this city. After a hilef conference aa 
to how relief fund shall be dlstrlb* 
uted, the subordinate officers will re- 
turn to their homes and take charge 
of the distribution in their respective 
districts. When Mr. Mitchell returns 
to this city he is expected to remain 
here until the strike comes to an end. 
It is said now that the miners have 
defined their position, the Civlr Fed- 
eration will make another appeal to 
the coal operators to arbitrate. 

The recommendations contained in 
President Mitchell's address were 
adojifed by the convi'iUlon of T'nlted 
Mine Workers at lii Hanapons, the 
only change fron; tl e iiti;.iiial draft 
being a 10 per cent assessment as ap- 
plying to Indiana (block), Illinois, 
Iowa.

Mr. Mackay was unconscious 
most of the day and died very peace- 
fully. The immediate' cause of his 
death was heart failure. The right 
lung was found to be c()nt;estiil and 
the symptoius indicated pneumonia. 
Mra. Mackey, her mother and Coun- 
tess Telfener were present when Mr. 
Mackay died, and Princess uaiuio Co- 
lonna arrived from Paris a ualf-hour 
after her stepfather's death.

"The R«>pablican pntf can have no 
pride in the Sherman act, except it be 
such as results from the triumph of de- 
ceit instead of truth," remarks a writer. 
"The Sherman anti-trust bill was made 
law twelve years ago, and in all that 
time there has been ander ita evasive 
provisions not a aingle combination pun- 
ished because of its restraint of trade. 
The Sherman law is, and from tlie tlate 
of its passaice has been, practically a dead 
letter, and there ia couTincing evidence 
of the fact that it was by its authors 
meant to be a dead letter. The>Sherman 
law has not bound, and cannot bind, any 
trust which operateH in restraint of trade, 
or in the control of wages, or iu the ad- 
vance of prices. 

"Not only has the Sherman law failed 
to restrain the few trusts which existed 
at the time of its passage twelve years 
aRO, but during the twelve yean it has 
been on the statute booka the moat ag- 
ureesive and sordid trusts have been 
formed, and are now tlourisbing without 
let or hindrance. The Republicana in 
Congress did not mean to interfere with 
the trusts when they enacted the Sher- 
man law, and they meant when tbejr 
passed the Dinv;ley tariff law to promote 
and maintain trunts in restraint of trade, 
in the control of wages andia thttrbi- 
trary advance of prioea."

Frankfort, Ky., July 19.— State Super- 
intendent of Public Inatroction McCbes- 
ney, after aecnriog Auditor Ooulter'a es- 
timate as to the iimoiint that will accrue 
to the school fund from this year's taxes, 
to^ay fixed the acbool per capita for the 
current year at $2.3J and issued the fol- 
lowing notice to the County Superin- 
tendents and Troaaorora of thedty School 
Boards : 

"The per capita for the current year 
will be $2 32. The decrease from the per 
capita of last year ($2 50) ia the result of 
a heavy falling off in the collections made 
for the year just closed from licenses, 
Stato banka and miacallaneooa oorpora- 
tiont. The ahortage from theae aourcea 
caused a large dtlu it which had to be 
taken into account in estimating the per 
capita for thla year. Another caoae of 
the decreaao ia that the recent (general 
Assembly paaiad aa act refunding to 
State banka taxes they bad payed under 
the Hewitt law in exoeaa of what they 
should have paid." 

If the Kentucky war claim is collected 
next winter $200,000 of it will go to the 
school fund, and will serve to largely in- 
crease the per capita for next year.
